MEMORIAL DAY 


Following is the speech in full of 
Hon. John T. Matt, delivered before 
the House ot Representatives at Har- 
-risburg on Tuesday, May 16, when 
the Kline Bill, authorizing the State 
Treasurer to grant licenses to distil- 
lers and brewers to deliver their 
goods anywhere in the state, orders 
having been received at their places 
of business, in quantities not less 
than one gallon of whiskey or 12 
pints of beer. 


-1'Mr. Speaker, it seems to me we 
have pretty nearly reached a crisis in 
-ttee legislation or attempted legisla- 
tions at this - session. ' In practically 
<e'very State in the Union the dry is 
'Back to the people.' We all profess 
to believe in representative govern- 
ment, but the question jwill not down: 
'Whom do we represent? 
Is it the 


people or is it the special interests?' 
You may look lightly upon such a 
statement as this, but you cannot go 
back to your constituents and look 
them in the face when at the behest 
of special interests you reverse the 
policy of years.

License Law on our statute books has 
stood to the brewer, the distiller and 
the retailer a little above the Ten 
Commandments, as a perfect instru- 
ment for the glory of God and the 
good of the people. With such, a rev- 
erence for this law on the part of 
the liquor interests, the friends of 
temperance reform accepted the situ- 
ation and, before going further, stu- 
died its provisions. Then they found 
that, properly interpreted, it did give 
a measure of local control over the 
liquor traffic.

at issue, the friends of morality and 
temperance actually found that some 
of the plainest provisions of this and

the Grand Army headquarters by Gen- 


Scatter flowers on the graves of the 
dead.

augurate such an idea and set aside a 
day in spring in memory of the Union 
dead?" he wrote. 
-General Chipman regarded the sug- 
gestion mos't favorably, and according- 
ly he drew up a rough draft of a gen- 
eral order carrying the suggestion into 
effect.

BUSHWHACKER'S NERVE

RS. STARKWEATHER, liv- 


ing in middle Tennessee dur- 
ing the civil war, was » 
Union woman to the core. 


Her husband was killed by secession- 
sts before hostilities began, leaving 
her very bitter against them. Her son. 
Tom Starkweather, was fourteen* years 
old when his father was killed, and he 
made a boyish vow that he would 
never miss a chance to kill a secession- 
at. He found no opportunity to do so 
until after the war opened. Then at 
fifteen he began the work of revenge. 


He would waylay his enemies and 


shoot them from behind trees, the 
regular bushwhacking method during 
wartime. One by one he picked off 
all of those who had been instrumental 
In his father's death.

Tom and another. Union boy, Sam 


Parks, were a good deak together. Tom 
would do the shooting, and Sam would 
do the watching.

the narrow margin of one foot, and 
into this space at the nearest point of 
contact, a single pile was driven' af- 
ter all the caissons had been complet- 
ed.

ples of the world. 


The spreading ot" the caisson, refer- 


red to in the second.paragraph, in the 
belief of the engineers, was caused by 
one of the piles on the outer side 
having come in contact with a frag- 
ment 
of 
steel 
blown from 
the 


"Maine," and in being driven into 
place the pile split. 
This made a 


weak spot in the great cylinder and 
when it was pumped full of mud bj 
the powerful suction dredge at work 
nearby, the caisson was strained al- 
most to the bursting point. Heavy 
north-east winds caused a nasty sea 
in the harbor which beat against the 
structure with unceasing effort and 
!e,termined violence. The weakened 
ipot became more susceptible to pres- 
sure and when one of the barges em 
ployed in the work bumped against 
this particular caisson, the split pile 
gave way. As soon as this occurred 
the heavy column of soft earth con- 
tained in the caisson pressed against 
the weakened part, spreading it as 
the contents slipped out into the bay. 
Divers were at once sent down and 
their report was that the steel piling 
had been so badly twisted that it 
would be necessary to pull them up 
and drive an entirely new set, foi the 
interlocking joints had been spiead 
and lendeied unfit by the pressure 
which forced them apart. 


With the exception ot this one caib- 


son the preparatoiy work is com- 
plete, the barge's with the powerful

statutes 
were 
violated 
by 
judges on the bench', largely because 
our judges accepted the law as if its 
provisions were mandatory, and, un- 
less the opponents of the legalized 
liquor traffic could show its illegality 
or its weak points, they, the judges", 
were required to grant licenses wher- 
ever the provisions of the law tor ap- 
plications, petitions and bondsmen 
were met. In the court of the county 
from which I come for a number of 
years a license was granted to a 
woman as a distiller, who, as a part- 
ner in the business, applied as agent 
for an estate. Then, when all three 
distillers applied through individuals 
acting as agents for heirs or estates, 
the law of this Commonwealth which 
forbids the granting of a license to 
any one acting as an agent was called 
to the attention of the court, there 
was nothing else for any just judge 
to do but refuse such license. Then, 
when the good people of my county 
and others showed that this very Ark 
of the Covenant of the liquor inter- 
ests, the Brooks High License Law, 
did not compel any judge to grant a 
license, but, if the applicant and pe- 
titioners could satisfy the court that 
a license was needed to accommodate 
the traveling public, the court could 
grant a license, but in every case 
must hear petitions and remonstran- 
ces when presented and give due 
weight to both the number and char- 
acter of those signing for and against 
the license. The court paid heed to 
the cry for relief and after a moral 
wave swept over the county and an 
Associate Judge was elected, most of 
the licenses went out. Then the lines 
were again drawn and when the local 
option and liquor legislation proposi- 
tion was placed squarely before our 
people practically all licenses went 
down and -out. 


"Now, how does this Kline bill ef- 


fect my county? It says to our peo- 
ple: 
'You are a set of fools. You 
are not able to ju.dge what it for your 
good. 
The three distilleries that 


have in the past debauched your peo- 
ple and that you have put out of the 
jug business will be granted licenses 
by the State Treasurer and then, in 
the face of all your protests, nothing 
can be done.' Even if we could by a 
State-wide movement secure the elec- 
tion of a State Treasurer as good and 
true as the Angel Gabriel, he would 
be powerless. 


' j.his bill is revolutionary. It de- 
nies by not providing for it, the right 
of petition, or rather, remonstrance. 
The character of the applicant is 
ruled out, there is no discretion what- 
ever, the State Treasurer must grant 
-—for shall, as every man knows, is a 
mandatory word. The applicant may 
be as corrupt as hell itself; he needs 
no petitioners, he needs no citizens 
to vouch for his character or busi- 
ness, simply bondsmen in the form 
of a trust company or organization. 


"Gentlemen, have we lost all hon- 


or? Are we mad with power? Will 
we take a step that means for many 
of you political oblivion? Again, who 
pays the cost in the counties where 
tne havoc is wrought? These appli- 
cants pay the State Treasurer so 
much fee. Who pays for the trial or 
support of the criminal, the insane, 
the paupers in your county and mine 
that have been made public charges 
by this un-American law? Surely the 
counties themselves pay the prico, 
while the State gets the fees. 


"Gentlemen say that liquor from 


other counties and states is now ship- 
ped into dry territory. Why not give 
the chance for this gain to come to 
our local distillers? Simply because 
in our county the fact will not down, 
for experience proves it, that a local 


SCHOOIi CODE 


Points ot Importance to Boards of 


Directors. 


The following brief notes concern- 
ing the School Code which was re- 
cently passed by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor are of im- 
mediate importance: 


All present school boards, except in 
independent districts, will continue In 
office until the first Monday in De- 
cember. Full boards will be elected 
at the election in November, and take 
their places on the first Monday in 
December. 


Present boards will reorganize at 
their first meeting in June, or as soon 
as possible thereafter, and their offi- 
cers will continue to serve until the 
first Monday in December. 
Present school boards can elect 
teachers who will serve through the 
ensuing school year. 


Text-books and 
school 
supplies 


will, until January 1st, be selected 
and adopted under the old laws. 
The present fiscal year will be ex- 
tended by one month, and will expire 
on the first Monday in July next. The 
auditing of these accounts cannot be 
done until after the first Monday in 
July. 


Present school boards will levy 
next year's school taxes, and can and 
should' do it at once. 


Present independent 
school dis- 
tricts will be abolished after July 1, 
1911, but the courts may, upon peti- 
tion, reconstitute them at any time 
after that time.

Corn for Re-Planting 


Five bushels of our thoroughbred 
"U. S. No. 133" did not arrive in time 
for the general distribution. 
Yester- 


day I received a telegram stating 
that five bushels of this corn were ex,- 
pressed to me. 


This five bushels of corn is for dis- 
tribution in Cambria, Blair, Hunting- 
don, 
Somerset, Bedford and Fulton 
Counties, that being my district. 
It 


will go out in lots of two quarts to 
each applicant in the order of the ap- 
plication. It is not intended for re- 
planting this year, but to give each 
farmer a chance to make seed for fu- 
ture use.' It will go out by franked 
mail immediately on receipt of ap- 
plication. 


The fodder Is medium and the ear 
averages (seed ears) a little over a 
half pound. The corn has some de- 
cided virtues, viz: 


1. It is safe to plant as late as the 
first week of June, and even later in 
a favorable season; of that we are 
sure. 


2. It adapts itself to new condi- 


tions of soil and altitude far more 
quickly and surely than any other 
yellow corn with which I have work- 
ed. We have had no soft corn from 
it in three years of testing. 


3. It has been so well bred that 
barren stalks and nubbins are exceed- 
ingly scarce; the smallest stalks ap- 
parently being able to shape a small 
ear and take it out of the nubbin 
class. 


Re-planted two weeks or so after 
the first planted corn it will usually 
have its silk and tassel out in time 
~to receive pollen from the old plant- 
ing as well as to cross pollinate the 
latter; thus insuring a good yield for 
the crib and making re-planting pro- 
fitable,—which is not the case with 
re-planting as we have been doing it. 


On good land and with good cul- 


ture 120 bushels of ears or even more 
may be looked for from this corn. 
It only takes an average ear weighing 
six ounces to make 120 bushels per 
acre. 
Where we fall down at pres- 
ent is in the nubbins and barren 
stalks which quickly pull down the 
average yield. 


Notice of shipment of this seed 


came too late to permit the writing 
of personal letters, so I have sent 
this general notice to the papers of 
the six counties.

OUR SOLDIER DEAD 


IN 84 CEMETERIES. 


!More Than 350,000 Heroes of Our Wars 


Are Buried In Graveyards 
Own- 


ed by the Government. 


I 


N the palmy days of democratic 


Athens the bones of every citizen 
who perished In the service of his 
country were brought home to be 


Iburied in the Ceramicus. A day was 
.-appointed in the winter, when military 
-operations were suspended, for the 
iuneral. One of the noblest orations 
•of antiquity—that attributed by Thu- 
<cydldes to Pericles—was delivered on 
tsuch an occasion. 


Modern nations build stately mauso- 


leums for their great generals, but are 
•usually content to allot only the hasty 
trench or ditch to the common soldier. 
'The bones of British soldiers are scat- 
tered the world around. 


To this rule of indifference as to the 


final resting place of obscure heroes 
•£he United States forms a shining and 
honorable exception. There are today 
«3lghty-four national Cemeteries, which 
.contained on June 30, 1909, the graves 
-of 859,285 American soldiers and sail- 
tors. 
The national cemeteries are mainly 


-a "result of the civil war. In Septem- 
ber, 1861, the secretary of war by gen- 


j ed by Lincoln, Nov. 1J). 18C3, in that 
perfect tribute to the "honored dead" 
who there "gave the last full measure 
of devotion." The cemetery was sub 
sequently taken over by the nation. 


In the summer of 1865 a force of 


men under Captain James Moore -was 


I sent to Anderson vii le to inclose the 


•' grounds and provide headboards for 


I each grave. They were able to Identi- 
fy 12,461 of the graves, leaving only 
451 "unknown." 


The eighty-four national cemeteries 


! are divided according to importance 
i into twenty-six first class, twenty sec- 


I ond class, sixteen third "class and 
twenty-two fourth class cemeteries. 


i Those in the first class include Arllng- 


< ton, Andersonvllle, Antietam, Chal- 
j mette, Chattanooga, Nashville, Cor- 
inth, Gettysburg, Fredericksburg, Jef- 


j ferson Barracks, Shiloh and Vicksburg. 


In the number of interments that at 


Arlington stands first, with 21,106. 
That at Vicksburg is a rather close 
second, with 16,892. 
The Nashville 


cemetery is third, with 16,691- 


Arlington, as is generally known, for- 


merly belonged to the wife of General 
Eobert E. Lee. Mrs. Lee was a daugh- 
ter of George Washington Parke Cus- 
tis, who was a grandson of Martha 
Washington. The stately mansion, 
whose classic columns have been seen 
by every visitor to Washington city, 
was inherited by her, and at the out-

Text of th« L«««on, Mic. ivK 1-8—Mem- 


ory V«r«««, 2, »—Golden Text, Mic 
iv, 3—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
O. M. Stearns. 
Our golden text and its context, 


which tells of a time when nations 
ghall learn war no more, Is found also 
in Isa. ii, 1-4. The same glorious as- 
surance is found in Ps. xlvi, 9, "He 
maketh wars to cease unto the end of 
the earth." It is written in a differ- 
ent form in Isa. xxxii, 1-17, "A king 
shall reign -in righteousness, * * * 
and the work of righteousness shall be 
peace." 
In Ps. Ixxii, 11, we read 


that "all kings shall fall down before 
Him; all nations shall serve Him." In 
Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
when "the kingdoms of this world 
shall have become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ." It would be 
well if teachers and scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this kingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory 
and occupy the throne of David at 
Jerusalem, ruling in the midst of Is- 
rael, and also as King of kings and 
Lord of lords—King over all the earth. 
I will suggest a few passages which 
will lead to many more if any one is 
willing to search: Isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke 
i, 31, 32; Zeph. Hi, 14, 15; Zech. xiv, 9; 
Jer. iii, 17; Dan. vii, 27; Ezek. xliii, 7. 


Not by the armies of the nations, nor 


by peace conferences, nor by the 
church, nor by missions, shall this be 
brought about; nor in this present age 
pf the world's history, but only by 
Him concerning whom it is written, 
"I will overturn, overturn, overturn it 
* * * until He come whose right it is, 
and I will give it Him" (Ezek. xxi, 27). 


Not by any nation now existing as 


such on the face of the earth will He 
bring peace on earth, but by Israel, 
soon to be restored and recognized as 
a nation and to be converted as a na- 
tion when they shall see Him coming 
in glory and shall receive Him as their 
Messiah. 
Isaiah's message had spe- 


cial reference to Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, 
Micah's to Samaria and Jerusa- 


lem (Isa. i, 1; Mic. i, 1). 


The words Israel, Zion, Jerusalem, 


must always be taken in their plain lit- 
eral sense unless there is some quali- 
fying phrase or adjective indicating 
differently. 
The Zion and Jerusalem 


of Mic. iii, 12, are the same as the 
Zion of Mic. iv, 7. It has been over- 
thrown many times; it shall as truly 
and literally become the throne of the 
Lord, which He shall build up when 
He comes in His glory (Ps. cii, 16). 


In those days when the glory of the 


Lord shall be seen in Israel nations 
shall flow to her as literally as the 
queen of Sheba and the kings of the 
earth came to Solomon, or as the wise 
men from the east brought their treas- 
ures to the king of the Jews when He 
was but a babe in Bethlehem. (II Chron. 
ix, 9, 22-24). According to Mic. v, 2, it 
was predicted that He would be born 
in Bethlehem, and He was. The same 
verse says that He would rule in Is- 
rael, and though He has never yet 
done so He will just as truly and lit- 
erally as He was born in Bethlehem. 


From Jerusalem His word has gone 


forth into all the world to gather out 
from all the nations a people for His 
name, His body, the church, to reign 
with Him when He shall come in His 
glory, but that was not revealed in 
Old Testament times nor until after 
He had come in humiliation proclaim- 
ing a kingdom at hand which never 
came because they killed the King, 
arid thus postponed the kingdom till 
He shall come again, for the heavens 
have received. Him until the times of 
restoration of all things which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of all His 
holy prophets since the world began 
(Acts in, 20, 21). Then shall (Mic. vii, 
20) be fulfilled, "Thou wilt perform 
the truth to Jacob, and the mercy to 
Abraham, -which Thou hast sworn 
unto our fathers from the days of old." 


Some nations are against Israel to 


this day. but they know not the 
thoughts of the Loid, neither under-1 
stand they IIis counsel, and do nor 
know that a time is coming when their 
gain and their substance shall be con- 
secrated unto the Lord of the whole 
earth, who will then be ruler in Israel. 
See verses 11 to 13 of our lesson chap- 
ter and all of Isu. Ix: When this great 
peace shall have come on earth none 
shall make Israel afraid any more 
(verse 4); they shall not see evil any 
more (Zeph. iii, 15). 
- As we consider the thousands still 
being driven from their homes in Rus- 
sia let us pray more earnestly for thc> 
fulfillment of Isa. Ixu, 1-7. A gre.U j 
war must come before thero can be' 
this good time of war no more, for it 
is His deHM-inination to gather tho 
nations to pour ii[io» them His indig 
nation becnuso of tlicir treatment of 
His people Israel. 


He shall .smite the earth with the 


rod of His mouth and with the breath 
of His Hps-*«!inU. lie slay the wicked 
(Isa. xi. 4) 
At Ills coming in glory 


With all His saint^ shall this be. and 
then shall the last'Jt'erscs of our les- 
son be fulfilled, "The Lord shall reign 
over them in Mount Zion from hence- 
forth, even forever, * * * the king- 
dom shall come to the daughter of 
Zion." This is more fully desc^bed 
in Rev. xix,,11-16, and it is utterly use- 
less to expect peace on earth, a lasting 
peace, until "this man shall be tho 
peace" and be great unto the ends of 
the earth, ruling in Israel as the earth- 
lj center of His worldwide kingdom.

Baltimore, Md., May 21.—Pastor 


Russell of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
preached here twice today to large 
and attentive audiences. 
We report 


one of his discourses from the text, 
"When He ascended up on high He 
led a multitude of captives" (Ephe- 
sians iv, 8.10). 


In this week occurs the anniversary 


of Jesus' ascension. 
In one sense of 


the word our Lord ascended (that is, 
from human nature and the tomb, to 
the divine nature and immortality) at 
the time of His resurrection from the 
dead. He tarried, however, for forty 
days, with the Apostles for their es- 
tablishment and instruction—He on 
the spirit plane, invisible to them, ex- 
cept when He manifested Himself by 
appearing miraculously in various 
forms to convince them that He was 
no longer deceased, and also that He 
was no longer confined to human con- 
ditions—that His resurrection had 
made Him again a spirit being on the 
higher plane, where He was before 
He took human nature for the suffer- 
ing of death, for the redemption of 
humanity. 


Not alone by His words, but also by 


His conduct, our Lord taught His fol- 
lowers. They had not as yet been be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit, and hence 
could not understand or appreciate 
spiritual things. 
They could there- 


fore receive instruction only along 
natural lines. Jesus was raised from 
the dead a spirit being, far above 
angels, principalities and 
powers. 


Had He then gone directly to the 
Father without ^manifesting Himself 
to His disciples, they would never 
have been able to understand the 
truth of the matter. 


Hence their lessons were given 


them largely in pantomime, corrobo- 
rated by the Master's words, explain- 
ing that it was necessary that Mes- 
siah should die in order that He 
might redeem the world, and that it 
was also necessary that He ascend up 
on high and re-enter upon the spirit- 
ual'plane of existence, which He had 
before He came into the world—in 
order that from that higher plane of 
being He might be the more capable 
of filling the great Office of Prop_het, 
Priest, Mediator and "King of the 
world. 
"Flesh, and Blood Cannot Inherit the 


Kingdom of God" 


Not only, therefore, did Jesus man- 


ifest Himself during the forty.days, 
some seven times, for a few moments 
each time, in various forms, but final- 
ly, at the conclusion of the forty days, 
He ascended in full view of His dis- 
ciples. This was one way of telling 
them of His ascension, that He had 
gone to the Father, that they need 
not,expect to see Him again as for- 
merly. 


We are not, however, to suppose 


for a moment that Jesus ascended a 
fleshly or human being; we remem- 
ber, on the contrary, that "flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God," 
and that "He was put to death 


in the flesh but quickened in the 
spirit," and that thenceforth, as the 
Apostle declares, "The Lord is that 
Spirit" (II Corinthians iii, 17). 


Seen by Saul of Tarsus 


The Apostles were to bear wit- 


ness to the resurrection of Jesus; but 
Judas having lost his place, and it 
having been given to St. Paul, it was 
proper that the latter ,as well as the 
rest of the Apostles, should be able 
to bear witness to Jesus' resurrection. 
Recounting those who had seen the 
Lord after His resurrection, in some 
of the various manifestations, St. 
Paul says, "Last of all He was seen of 
me also, as one born before the 
time." 


Jesus appeared to St. Paul in the 


glorious brightness of His Spirit Be- 
ing, "shining above the brightness of 
the sun at noonday." 
The sight 


caused injury to the eyes of the be- 
holder. 
Such a manifestation would 


have been inappropriate and unsatis- 
factory had the Redeemer so appear- 
ed to the eleven during the forty 
days. How could they have identified 
the glorious Personage, who shone 
above the brightness of the sun at 
noonday, as the Lord Jesus, whom 
they had known for years. 
How 


could they have been enabled to fully 
identify Him, in His many different 
appearances, with His former self— 
their Friend, their Teacher? 
But to 


Saul of Tarsus, the revealing in the 
fiery light, above the noonday glare, 
was very appropriate. 
It ^convinced 


him, 
In a manner that no human ap- 


pearance in the flesh could have 
equalled, that Jesus was no longer 
a aaan and that He was no impostor. 
St. Paul's conversion was instantane- 
out. 
"Who art thou Lord?" he ask- 


ed. "I am Jesus Whom thou perse- 
cutest"—still represented in My fol- 
lowers, of whom St. Stephen was one, 


'SPAPFRflRCHlVE®..-... 


whom you murdered, and others of 
whom you have been hailing to 
prison. 


It should not cause us to marvel 


that Jesus ascended as He declared, 
"up where He was before" (John vi, 
62). It should not surprise us that 
the Heavenly Father gave Kim back 
aU the glory and honor which He had 
before He came into the world—with 
added glory. 
It should not surprise 


us therefore, that the Apostle de- 
clares that He ascended, in dignity 
and station, far above angels, princi- 
palities and powers, and every name 
that is named! 
(Ephesians i, 21.) 


On the contrary, it would be both 
equitable and God-like that the great 
Jehovah 
should highly honor His 


faithful, Only Begotten Son, the First 
and the Last, the Beginning and the 
Ending of the creation of God (Reve- 
lation xxii, 13). 
Could we for one 


moment suppose that our great Crea- 
tor would allow His faithful Son, or 
any servant, to lay down life in Di- 
vine service, and to suffer loss as a 
consequence of His obedience? Is it 
not much more rational to believe, is 
the Scriptures declare, -"Him hath 
God highly exalted" (Philippians ii 
9). 


The Ascended One Descended 
Pastor Russell called attention to 


the Apostle's phraseology in the con- 
text—-that the Ascended One had pre- 
viously descended, and that the as- 
cending and descending were related 
as cause and effect. 
The One who 


ascended up on high completely fillec 
the highest position in the great, Di- 
vine Government of the Universe—as 
Head of principalities and powers 
angels and men—next to the Father 
Yet, the Apostle warns us that we 
must not identify the glorified One 
with the One Who, in obedience to 
the Father's will, humbled Himself 
to come down from the heavenly na- 
ture and glory to the earthly station 
where He, as a man, humbled Him- 
self unto death, even unto the igno- 
minious death of the cross. 


The Apostle calls our attention to 


these two extremes-^the extreme of 
humiliation and the extreme of exal- 
tation, both accomplished in the Son 
of God, the Ix>gos, The Christ. 


If some of us at one time misun- 


derstood the Scriptures and supposed 
that_ our Lord Jesus ascended to hea- 
ven in a physical condtition, as a 
man, we entirely misunderstood the 
Scriptures—He Who was rich, as the 
-Logos in glory, preserved His iden- 
tity when He was made poor for our 
sins, made flesh, that He might be 
our Redeemer. 
Similarly, that Re 


Ideemer preserves His identity now 


I that He has been made rich again— 
now that He has been received up t > 


I the Spirit Plane of glory, honor and 


i immortality, the divine nature. 


I 
To suppose that Jesus went to 


heaven a man is .to mistake the sig- 
nificance of His title, The Son of Man 


i which He maintains, as identifying 
Him with His great redemptive work 
—as one of His many titles. To sup- 
pose that Jesus is a human being in 
heaven would be to suppose that He, 
is still as when in the flesh, "a little 
lower than -the angels," whereas the 
Scriptures declare that He has as- 
cended far higher, so that all the an- 
gels of God, as well as men, are com- 
manded to worship Him. To suppose 
Jesus in heaven a human being would 
be to suppose Him out of all harmony 
with heavenly, spiritual conditions 
and surroundings. 


Moreover, are we not told that the 


Church of Christ will be changed 
from the human to the spirit condi- 
tion in the resurrection, and that thib 
change will make the "elect of God'' 
like their Redeemer, so that they 
may see Him as He is, not, as He 
was—that they may see Him in glory, 
honor and immortality, exaltation, 
and not as the humiliated One, Who 
was made flesh that He might sacri- 
fice His flesh on man's behalf?
